Kansas Arts Group 
Receives $50,000 


The Association of Community Arts 
Agencies of Kansas (ACAAK) became 
the first statewide arts agency in the 
country ever to receive a $50,000 
planning and program stabilization grant 
from the National Endowment for the 
Arts. Located in Salina, ACAAK offers 
consulting and training services to 
community organizations that 


collectively represent a broad range of 


arts and artists. 

Spread over two years, the grant is a 
much needed boost for the arts in Kansas. 
ACAAK will use the grant to establish a 
statewide marketing program for its 


nearly 200 member agencies in hopes of 


reaching new audiences for local arts 
programs. 

Ellen Morgan, ACAAK 
executive director, said, ” With this grant 
we'll be able to promote the arts in 
Kansas like we’ve never been able to 
before.” 


boast of tripling its number of patrons. 
Community involvement includes: 
provding, without charge, face-painting 
to hundreds of children at fairs and 
festivals; an Easter bunny and Santa 
Claus for patients at Newton Medical 
Center and at local retirement centers. 
NCT members rang the Christmas bells 
for the Salvation Army. 

Each year, NCT provides 
scholarships to Bethel College’s Seven 
Days of Broadway, a musical camp for 
young people. In conjunction with USD 
373, the theatre group undcrwritcs a 
performance of the Wichita Children’s 
Theatre touring show. 

A showcase of NCT’s history was 
presented at the public library, and 
several Board members have been 
instrumental in forming a county-wide 
arts council. 

Fiddler on the Roof will be presented 
by the organization this coming August 
in Krehbiel Auditorium on the Bethel 
College campus. Last summer’s musical 
The Wizard of Oz included a cast of 90 
from four ethnic groups and ranged in 
age from 6 to 74. 

Newton Community Theatre 
continues to expand its involvement in 
the field of perfomring arts. 
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Columbian Theatre 
Earns $300,000 
Challenge Grant 


The J.E. and L.E. Mabee Foundation 
in Tulsa, Oklahoma, has awarded a 
$300,000 challenge grant to the 
Columbian Theatre Foundation of 
Wamego. The grant will help support 
the renovation of The Columbian. The 
century-old theatre will scrve the region 
as a 250 seat theatre, art gallery, 
museum and education center. The 
Columbian Foundation has raised a total 
of $1,702,217 towards its campaign goal 
of $1,830,000. 

“Clark Balderson’s extraordinary 
leadership as campaign chair and 
Wilard and Ione Balderson and the 
entire Balderson family’s vision and 
generosity have been key to our 
success,” said Bill Ditto, board 
President. 

Other major donors are Jan and Dave 
Vanderbilt, who helped to buy the 
theatre building in 1989, and recently 
expanded their pledge to eran the 
Challenge grant. Board member and 
benefactor Edna Mae Peddicord’s 
memorial gifts in honor of her family 
have helped fund stage construction and 
purchase a concert quality piano. 

The Columbian has received more 
than 350 gifsts, primarily from donors in 
the Wamego arca and major grants from 
the Knasas Department of Commceer and 
the Kansas Arts Commission.
